The park- 
way has been completed and the! 
$1100 is left. So by a unanimous 
vote the city officials last night 
ordéred the money returned. 

This means that approximately 
$8 for every 50 feet of frontage 
will be returned. Residents on the | 
east. side of Euclid avenue from 
the Santa Fe tracks to Twelfth | 
streets and on the west side from 
Tenth to Twelfth streets will get 
the money. 

Before the work was started on 
the lawn improvements, assess- 
ments were collected. Richard G. 
Manley, city engineer and street 
superintendent, in charge of the 
work, reported last night that the 
nroject had been completed and 
that the money was left. 

Mayor A. H. Johnson at first 
thought that since the city cof- 
fers were nearly empty the money 
should be retained. It was point- 
ed out, however, that since the 
money was paid for a special pur- 
pose, the surplus should be re- 
turned. 

So, within a short time several 
score property owners will get 
part of their Euclid avenue park- 
way assessment.

Mr. Rosenberger presented fig- 
ures showing the increasing ship- 
ments of oranges that are going 
to foreign countries. The ex- 
portations, starting in a smali 
way in 1920, have enabled the 
growers to reach new markets 
and thereby maintain a profitable 
selling price. This season 132,000 
boxes of oranges and 88,000 
boxes of grapefruit and 609 
boxes of lemons were shipped, he 
said. 

Marketing of the fruit was his 
general topic and he explained 
the part the California Fruit 
Growers’ association is playing in 
creating a demand for’ the 
products. 

Mr. Thompson’s’ speech ex- 
plained the contents of the com- 
mercial fertilizers and the impor- 
tance of keeping the soil built up 
through the use of the products. 

He called attention to the ser- 
vice being performed by the 
Izaak Walton league and told of 
the local chapter’s plan to in- 
crease its membership. 

Three persons gave reports on 
the Glendale meeting, with Fred 
Draper telling of the Lions club 
plans to outline a course of edu- 
cation on the value of citizenship 
for all persons on their twenty- 
first anniversary. Dr. Bert Fos- 
ter reviewed an inspirational ad- 
dress by a Los Angeles pastor, 
and J. W. Mehl told of the morn- 
ing session.
